NEW YORK 
The Pros and Cons 


SaratToGa. The Jockey Club on Sun- 
day. August 21. held its second annual 
round-table discussion. Approximately 40 
representatives of racing were on hand— 
breeders, racing secretaries. jockeys. train- 
ers. owners, track managers. and newsmen, 
The chief topic concerned closing dates 
for stakes and the complexity of future- 
payment schedules. 

Although Paul Ebelhardt. manager of 
Calumet Farm. was not present. printed 
copies of a study he had made were given 
to those around the table. His study 
grouped added-money events into 4 cate- 
gories: 1) future-payment stakes. 2) stakes 
closing 2 weeks prior to a meeting. 3) 
stakes closing overnight or during the 
meeting, and 4) the “Triple Crown” events 
for colts and “Triple Crown” events for 
fillies. 

For the first group of stakes Ebelhardt 
proposed that March 1 and October 1 be 
the final dates for payments. For the 
second group. only the date of the meet- 
ing would be needed to keep horses 
eligible. He was not troubled by stakes 
which closed during a meeting by 
the “Triple Crown” events. 


The Opinions 


Following is a brief summary of some 
of the opinions heard around the table. 

lra Drymon, Gallaher Farm: The 2 pay- 
ment dates would make it much easier for 
the breeder to nominate for future-payment 
stakes. But it could be a hardship on a 
small breeder who would have to pay all 
nomination fees at one time. Stakes that 
require that the mare be nominated should 
be eliminated. and only the foal itself 
should be nominated. 

Arthur B. Hancock Jr., Claiborne Farm: 
The breeder is being asked to put up too 
large a part of the purse. The track should 
put up the bulk of the purse. The dates 
for closing nominations to early-closing 
stakes should be 45 days later than those 
suggested by Ebelhardt. 
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Marshall Cassidy. executive secretary of 
The Jockey Club: Breeders make only 
first or second payments to keep horses 
eligible to early closing stakes. The own- 
er pays the larger portion of the fees. 
Stakes to which a yearling is eligible en- 
hance the value of the horse to be sold at 
auction. 

William Evans. general manager of the 
Breeders’ Sales Company: Buyers will look 
with suspicion upon a horse which is not 
nominated to stakes. Many breeders nom- 
inate because it is a practice to do so, 
Numerous closing dates lead to confusion 
and inaccuracies which often show up in 
sales Confusion could be 
avoided by closing dates easy to remember. 

Luke O'Brien, manager of 
Empire City: All stakes with added money 
of $20.000 or less should be lJate-closing 
events for 3-year-olds and upward. For 
2-vear-olds the figure should be $15,000 
or less. The small stakes receive little 
national publicity. and for that reason 
late-closing dates should be used. The 
richer events take care of themselves. and 
nearly all interested in the 
richer events receive some notice. 

Alex Robb. secretary-treasurer of Bel- 
mont Park: Dates later than October and 
March would be more suitable to most 
horsemen. The tracks have their own 
peculiar problems that would make it 
difficult to adopt 2 closing dates. 

Fred Burton. racing secretary: It would 
be difficult to adopt 2 closing dates. 
Tracks should have a single closing date 
for all of their stakes. Delaware Park 
closes all stakes May 1. 

Frank E. Kilroe. racing secretary: The 2 
dates are not feasible. The problem is to

Spencer Drayton, executive secretary of 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations: The 
service of notification should be improved. 
While the TRA sends out a monthly 
calendar of stakes closings. it is not 
complete and covers only member tracks. 
Closing dates should be the first and 15th 
of each month. 

Howard Reineman, Crown Crest Farm: 
Concentration of closing dates would make 
it financially burdensome on the smaller 
breeder. 

Neil S. MeCarthy. breeder and owner: 
It is unfair for the breeder to contribute 
any portion of the purse money. The track 
should) put up the entire purse. Early 
closing is harmful to the associations in 
that it could) prevent a_late-developing 
horse from competing. 

In general agreement with the sugges- 
tion for 2 payment dates for early-closing 
events were Frank A. Bonsal. Edward J. 
Brennan. George Brent. and John Malu- 
vius. Others felt that dates other than 
those suggested might be better. In gen- 
eral all present agreed that some changes 
in current practices should be made. The 
breeders leaned toward adoption of 2 
closing dates. with less cost to the breeder. 
Track management shied away from 2 
closing dates, but suggested that uniform 
monthly closing might be the answer.

Keeping Track on the Times 


Most of the talk in the paddock before 
the race concerned the track condition. 
A hard rain on Monday night had made the 
track slow for Tuesday’s racing. On 
Wednesday morning the area next to the 
rail was blocked off during the workout 
hours to keep the racing strip in as good 
condition as possible. Harrows worked 
unceasingly from the end of the workout 
period until the first race. One trainer's 
prediction: “The dust will be flying before 
the big race. . . . That won't mean that 
the track will be fast. or even good. It 
will be soft and sticky a few inches down. 
Those horses are going to be mighty 
tired after a mile and a quarter.” 

Four of the 6 races before the match 
were run on the main track. The first, a 
one-mile race for $4,000 claimers. was 
completed in 1:40. with the last quarter 
in :26+5. The Daily Racing Form called 
the track “slow.” One hour later $7.500 
claimers ran a mile in 1:3735. with a last 
quarter in :25. The condition remained 
“slow.” but after an average group of 3- 
year-olds got 6 furlongs in 1:12. the chart- 
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maker decided the track was “good.” 
Thirty minutes before the big race a

At 4:58 p. m., 20 minutes before post 
time. Nashua and Swaps walked onto the 
backstretch.

Swaps appeared 
slightly more nervous than Nashua. He 
kept swishing his tail and moving around. 
an uncommon behavior for him. At 5:10 
the photographers had had enough. and 
the jockeys were put aboard.

To eliminate any chance of bumping at 
the start. Nashua and Swaps had a stall 
between them. and Nashua was one stall 
out from the rail. Eddie Arecaro came out 
whipping. and Nashua’s response was so 
immediate that Arcaro could not prevent 
him from veering sharply to the right. 
Swaps. which did not begin as quickly. also 
swerved leaving the gate. After 5 or 6 
strides. both jockeys pointed their 
meunts toward the inside rail. 

Nashua’s margin during the first) run 
down the stretch was about one length. 
Going into the first turn Shoemaker asked 
Swaps to close the gap. The California 
colt responded. but as he drew even with 
Nashua’s flank. Arcaro moved his mount 
out from the rail, carrying Swaps wide. 
Shoemaker then pulled back a little. At 
the top of the backstretch he tried again. 
getting within half a length before Arcaro 
slapped Nashua back into a one-length 
lead. On the final turn, Swaps made his

Swaps was the first to return to the 
winner's circle. where he received a good 
round of applause and a blanket of flow- 
ers. The crowd began cheering Nashua 
when he rounded the club house turn on 
his way back to the winner's circle. When 
he got within 50 yards of the circle. a tidy 
group in the club house gave Arcaro his 
usual boo. Eddie stopped Nashua, swept 
off his hat. and bowed low to his admirers.

The morning after the race Ellsworth 
told Bill Boniface. of the Baltimore Sun, 
that Swaps was “dead lame.”

A few hours later Meshach Tenney 
issued a prepared statement: 

“It is a well known fact that this horse 
first injured his right front foot early 
in his 3-year-old career and prior to any 
of his major races this year. He has been 
sound in every race in which he has 
started in 1955, including yesterday's 
race with Nashua.” 

A day later Ellsworth said that surgery 
would be necessary to relieve the soreness. 
After Like Magic’s poor showing in the 
Washington Park Futurity on September 
3. he and Tenney decided to return Swaps 
and their other horses to California. 
Originally. the stable had been scheduled 
to go East, where Swaps maybe would 
run in the Sysonby Stakes and the Wash- 
ington.

A Day With Mr. Fitz 


Cuicaco. had long hard 
summer for 8l-vear-old) Jim) Fitzsimmons 
but one not without reward. His 
combination of patience and skill in hand- 
ling Thoroughbred horses as individuals 
paid off on the last day of August when 
Nashua beat Swaps. It was a pinnacle 
for the stooped gentleman who is greeted 
at all race tracks as “Mister Fitz,” but it 
did not come as soon as the old gentleman 
had wished, “This training one horse is 
no good. My job is back with the other 
60-odd head. I’m loafing on the job if I 
don't take care of them. too.” said Mr. 
Fitz as he went back to work at Aqueduct 
2 days after the race.

Ever since the race was arranged it was 
evident how much more time than usual 
Mr. Fitz was spending with Nashua. 
Earlier in the season. the Belair colt got 
little more time devoted to him than any 
other member of the Fitzsimmons string. 
Many poorer horses had more time and 
thought given to them. because they need- 
ed it more. 

From the time Mr. Fitz ended the daily 
gallops of 3 miles in the first week of 
August and began edging a 2-minute clip 
for 6 furlongs. the horse began to take 
shape. The slight paunch that Nashua 
had acquired between the Arlington Classic 
and the time he picked up serious train- 
ing began to dwindle daily. Speed was 
called for. and then the long, easier works 
for a “bottom.” Afternoons saw the colt 
school in the paddock or walk around a 
different part of the stable area for variety. 
When shipping time came the calmest 
member of the large stable was the 1.150- 
pound horse. The van ride to Albany 
and the subsequent train trip went as 
calmly as you can imagine. 

The day of the race saw Mr. Fritz sleep 
a bit later than usual. since he only had 
one horse to take care of. “I don’t want 
to take him out until 7:00 or 7:30 when 


the sun can warm things up a little bit,” 
was his explanation of the extra bed time. 
But the trainer was not able to wait quite 
as long as he had expected. and at 5:45 
ready to leave the handsome 
Washington Park had 
provided for him at the Olympic Fields 
Country Club. 

His son John drove a small gathering 
to Barn A where they found Nashua with a 
blanket on to ward off the slight chill and 
the damp mist that hung near the ground.

as soon possible, and 
readied for his gallop. 

Bill McCleary. nearing 60 and still a 
hard. fit 140 pounds of horseman, got 
aboard and. following foreman Bart 
Sweeney's pony. went out for the final 
exercise. It was nothing more than a 
casual stroll around the course. which had 
“dogs” up to allow the inner 8 feet along 
the rail to dry up from the rain of the 
day before. Nashua stayed well out from 
the rail. prancing in the small hard lumps 
which formed as the sun had baked the 
wet strip. He was back in his stall by 
8 a. m.. and Mr. Fitz went off to the track 
kitchen to take care of himself. 

The large room was crowded and _ full 
of morning talk when the old gentleman 
took a table with his son John. one of his 
17 grandchildren, and a couple of friends. 
Jockeys. trainers. and stablehands filed 
by to give Mr. Fitz their best wishes. 
Smoky Saunders. who had ridden Omaha 
to the “Triple Crown” for Mr. Fitz, was 
one of the first; then came Danny Me- 
Auliffe. who had ridden many winners 
for Mr. Fitz. Goggles McCoy came over 
and asked if there was an Amberjack in 
Mr. Fritz’s string, because if there was 
he was ready to ride. “The last time I 
rode him for you I had to pay $100 to get 
the mount. and after I got beat on him I 
guess I could have bought him for that.” 
All the while cereal, eggs. toast. and 
coffee were being put away. 

A mid-morning rest was in store for 
both trainer and horse. Nashua stood up 
during his siesta, almost asleep but nod- 
ding every few minutes and opening his 
eyes. At one point Mr. Fitz's grand- 
daughter. Kathleen, came over and braid- 
ed a red ribbon in the colt’s foretop. finish- 
ing it off with a nice bow. Inside the 
braid were 2. religious objects, one 
from Capt. Ed Byrne, a life-long compan- 
ion of the Fitzsimmons family, and the 
other from McCleary’s landlady. Both 
were offered for a safe journey. 


Business at Hand 


When Mr. Fitz came back from his 
nap. both he and the horse were ready 
for the business at hand. The early 
races were going postward. while Mr. Fitz 
sat alone in the men’s dormitory at the 
end of the shed row eating a cheese 
sandwich and taking his cambric tea 
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“It's too 
I'm going 
to sleep tonight no matter what the result 
is.” he told friends who had come to visit 
him from trackside. 


from a plain glass pickle jar. 
late to do any worrying now. 


He talked for a while. then agreed to 
ride to the other side of the track in the 


patrol judge's wagon when the time 
arrived. Nashua simply dozed in his stall. 


paying little attention to the many people 
who came by the roped-off enclosure to 
take a look. Soon it was time to head for 
the spot on the turf course where the 2 
colts would be saddled for the race. 

Five later the broke 
loose on the stooped figure. The winner's 
circle was a madhouse for Mr. Fitz. who 
cant cope too well with crowds and steers 
clear of them as much as possible. The 
family was in tears of joy and there may 
have been a few in the old man’s eyes. 
“This was the best of them all. TI really 
wanted this win and I don’t think I've ever 
been happier.” 

A little later Mr. Fitz was able to sink 
into a chair and relax a bit. “I'm not 
much on my feet. but sitting down I’m just 
as good as the next guy.” he said. His 
smiling face was smeared with the lipstick 
of a large and generous family. 


After The Ball Was Over 


Nashua walked a little more than 40 
minutes after the race with McCleary lead- 
ing him and Mrs. MeCleary astride the 
lead pony. Then he was put in his stall. 
where he nibbled at the hay rack. Allie 
Robertson. who has been termed masseur, 
personal valet. and caretaker in the 
publicity buildup for the race. assumed his 
task as Nashua’s groom. He let friends 
and relatives pet the colt’s muzzle while 
he held him and talked to him.

In the way of the race track some of 
the first people to congratulate the win- 
ners were the losers. One exercise boy 
working for the Californians came down 
a bit filled up. but he soon was conversing 
at length with Mr. Fitzsimmons about the 
condition of the 2 horses. 


Going back to town and a supper before 
the train for New York pulled out. Mr. 
Fitzsimmons told a about how he 
felt now that the whole thing was over:

The long-anticipated announcement came 
from Calumet Farm last week that Mark- 
Ye-Well would be retired to the stud for 
1956. The farm did not know when the 
6-year-old stakes winner would come off 
the track. only that he would be in service 
at the farm next year. 

By Bull Lea—Mar-Kell. by *Blenheim 
Il. Mark-Ye-Well did not race at 2. but 
trainer Ben Jones developed him into one 
of the season’s best performers the next 
year. He won the Arlington Classic. the 
Clang Handicap. American Derby. and 
the Lawrence Realization. and at year’s 
end Frank E. Kilroe gave him 127 pounds 
in The Blood-Horse Handicap, one pound 
below Hill Gail and 3 below One Count. 

At 4 Mark-Ye-Well won big in California 
—the San Fernando Stakes. Santa Anita 
Handicap. and Santa Anita Maturity—and 
then developed the first of a series of 
miseries which would cripple him as a 
front-line performer. There was a quarter 
crack. a bad ankle. finally a stone bruise. 

Last year he won the San Marcos and 
the San Antonio Handicaps in 7 starts be- 
fore Ben and son Jimmy Jones took him 
out for a rest. When the stable moved 
east this year, Mark-Ye-Well was ready 
for more competition. In Chicago this 
summer he won the Laurance Armour Me- 
morial and the Stars and Stripes Handi- 
caps. and finished third in the Arlington 
and Grassland Handicaps: He was not 
the horse he had been in 1952 and early 
in 1953. however. and it seemed only a 
matter of time until Mrs. Gene Markey 
would order him out of competition.

Death of Lawrin 


Lawrin. winner of the 1938 Kentucky 
Derby. died of a heart ailment on August 
31 at Herbert M. Woolf's Woolford Farm. 
near Kansas City. where he had stood 
since his retirement to stud in 1940.

*Vulcain. Lawrin was bred and owned 
by Woolf. He won 9 of 26 starts at 2 
and 3. the only years he raced. and 
earned $126.275. Lawrin was one of the 
best of his year at 3, winning the Ameri- 
can Invitational 3-Year-Old Championship 
and the Flamingo, Hialeah. and Holly- 
wood Trial Stakes. in addition to the 
Derby. A leg injury forced his retirement 
at 4. He was Ben A. Jones’ first Kentucky 
Derby winner. 

Best horse sired by Lawrin was Histor- 
ian. also bred by Woolf. Historian also 
was late to develop, but as a 5-year-old 
in 1946 he was one of the best handicap 
horses in the U. S.. winning the La Salle.

He placed in 5 other stakes that year and 
earned $124,200.
